1.  Since  AMS  and  AWS  presidents  are 
responsible  for  so  many  activities,  they 
should  have  a direct  hand  in  scheduling  the 
entire  activity  program. 

2.  These  officers  collectively  represent  the 
entire  student  body. 

3.  There  still  aren’t  too  many  on  the  Exec- 
utive Council. 

4.  Through  the  AMS  block  system  (woefully 
neglected  this  year)  and  the  AWS  big  sister’s 
program  (successfully  accomplished  this  year) 
these  officers  have  a closer  touch  with  the 
actual  needs  and  feelings  of  BYU  students 
wian  any  other  officers  in  our  government. 
Taking  the  liberty  to  present  the  opposite  view 

we  find  the  arguments  against  the  amendments 
to  be: 

1.  These  officers  do  not  individually  repres- 
ent the  entire  student  body. 

2.  Five  members  form  a large  enough  Exec- 
utive Council. 

Some  of  the  arguments  on  each  side  are  ob- 
viously matters  of  opinion.  However,  careful 
thought  wiH  disclose  that  arguments  one  (1)  and 
four  (4)  in  the  affirmative,  are  not  opinions,  but 
facts. 

Amending  a constitution  is  a serious  matter.  I 
hope  the  student  'body  will  consider  this  amend- 
ment and  follow  the  example  of  their  student  leg- 
islature, who  passed  the  amendment  by  a 19  to  4 
roll  call  vote.

“Under  date  of  March  10,  the  First  Presidency  announced  that 
the  Expenditure  Committee  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  had  authorized  the  construction  of  a field  house 
and  gymnasium  at  Brigham  Young  University  to  cost  approximately 
$900,000.00  and  that  a plan  for  the  actual  financing  was  to  be 
announced  later. 

The  First  Presidency  announced  that  the  plan  has  now 
been  arranged.  Under  it  tne  financing  of  the  field  house  will  follow 
the  pattern  used  in  financing  of  ward  and  certain  other  church 
buildings  in  accordance  with  which  the  Church  will  make  available 
one-half  of  the  estimated  cost  of  construction.  The  University  has 
been  given  the  responsibility  of  raising  from  among  its  alumni 
and  friends  the  other  half  of  the  estimated  cost. 

The  Church  will  advance  $100,000.00  so  that  construction  may 
begin  as  soon  as  architectural  plans  are  prepared  and  approved  with 
a view  to  completing  the  structure  as  soon  as  possible  and  with  a 
hope  that  it  may  be  completed  in  time  for  next  years  basketball 
season.  The  University,  through  its  alumni  and  friends,  will  raise' 
a like  amount  at  an  early  date  and  will  then  proceed  to  raise 
additional  funds  in  accordance  with  the  announced  plans. 

The  First  Presidency  announed  that  this  will  give  the  alumni 
and  other  friends  of  the  school,  particularly  those  who  are  interested 
in  its  athletics,  an  opportunity  to  provide  a wholehearted  cooperation 
with  this  great  enterprise  and  they  urge  those  so  inerested  to 
contribute  as  generously  as  possible."

NY  drama  critic 
to  ring  down 
lyceum  curtain 

George  Freedley,  renowned 
dramatic  Critic  of  the  New  York 
Morning  Telegraph,  will  bring 
down  the  curtain  on  the  1949-50 
Brigham  Young  University  ly- 
ceum series  when  he  lectures  at 
the  Provo  tabernacle  on  Monday, 
May  8,  at  8:15  p.m. 

A few  additional  performances 
are  being  presented  under  the 
auspices  of  the  BYU  lyceum 
heads,  but  Mr.  Freedley,  who  will 
be  filling  a postponed  date  in 
Provo,  will  be  the  last  regularly 
scheduled  number. 

Mr.  Freedley  began  laying  the 
foundations  for  his  authoritative 
position  in  the  dramatic  world 
when  at  the  age  of  six  he  attend- 
ed plays  in  Richmond,  Va.,  his 
home,  and  New  York  City  with 
his  parents.  All  through  his  school 
days  he  gave  much  attention  to 
drama,  and  during  his  life  he 
has  participated  in  nearly  every 
phase  of  the  art. 

Since  1928  when  he  bagan  his 
work  in  New  York  City,  he  has 
seen  nearly  every  play  on 
Broadway,  and  has  thereby  gain- 
ed a deep  insight  into  the  prob- 
lems of  producing  plays  and  into 
the  lives  of  men  and  women  in 
that  business. 

Through  his  columns  in  the 
New  York  Morning  Telegraph 
in  the  “Playbill,”  a pamphlet 
distributed  to  about  a quarter 
of  a million  Broadway  theater 
goers,  and  in  several  books 
which  have  gained  great 
popularity,  Mr.  Freedley  has 
told  much  important  inform- 
ation about  the  dramatic 
world. 

Besides  the  many  official  and 
advisory  positions  that  he  holds 
in  various  national  dramatic  or- 
ganizations, Mr.  Freedley  is  the 
consultant  to  the  Theatre  Col- 
lection of  the  New  York  Public 
Library.

Hie  Utah  State  Farmers  came 
to  Provo  last  Thursday  afternoon 
and  participated  in  a five  hour 
batting  drill.  They  beat  the  Coug- 
ars twice  16-5  and  15-3  to  cop 
first  place  in  the  western  division 
of  the  Skyline  Conference.  Utah 
State  leads  with  a 3 and  1 record 
Brigham  Young  is  second  with  a 
2 and  2 mark,  followed  by  Utah 
with  1 win  and  3 losses. 

In  the  first  game  the  Utags 
scored  all  16  runs  in  the  first 
six  innings  and  coasted  through 
the  last  three.  Lefty  George  Sor- 
ensen started  on  tlje  mound  for 
the  Cats  but  several  hits  gener- 
ously sprinkled  with  timely  err- 
ors were  too  much  even  for 
George.  Garth  Bergeron  was  good 
for  two  innings  but  toy  this  time 
the  Farmers’  bats  were  well 
warmed.  He  retired  from  action 
in  the  four  run  fifth.  Shumway 
relieved  in  the  fifth  and!  finished 
out  the  ball  game.  The  Utags 
touched  the  Cougar  hurlers  for 
20  safeties  including  a home  run 
and  three  triples. 

Caputo,  Tartan  and  Cook 
connected  for  three  hits  each 
while  five  other  men  in  the 
AC  lineup  collected  two  a- 
. .piece.  That  doesn’t  leave 
many.  Dave  Weiser  was  the 
only  BYU  standout  as  he 
garnered  three  of  the  Cougar 
nine  hits  and  made  several 
stellar  catches  in  the  outfield. 

For  the  first  four  innings 
of  the  game  it  looked  like 
real  baseball  but  this  was 
short-lived  as  the  top  of  the 
fifth  rolled  around.  With  one 
out  and  the  bases  oaded  John 
Caputo  took  dead  aim  and  hit 
a ball  into  left  field  for  what 
looked  like  an  easy  out.  Lyle 
Koller  camped  under  it  and 
then  made  a diving  lunge  at 
the  ball  buft  it  fell  inches 
out  of  his  reach.  What  hap- 
pened, it  hit  a wire.  From 
then  on  Glen  Clark  got  about 
as  much  a(upport  from  the  in- 
field as  you  might  expect 
from  a broken  G-string. 

Men  crossed  home  plate  like 
a Fourth  of  July  parade.  Eight 
in  all  crossed  the  plate  before 
the  fire  was  put  out.

In  the  special  two  mile  ev- 
ent Curtis  Stone  of  Penn 
State  breezed  home  ahead  of 
BYU’s  Walt  Steffensen  in 
9:42.3.
